• A spokesperson for M&S said: It's a 
difficult decision that we've not made lightly. 
However we believe closing the store is 
necessary to help maintain a strong Outlet 
business that delivers great value for our 
customers. All colleagues have been offered 
positions in other M&S stores. 

'We hope our customers in Woolwich 


will continue to shop with us at www. 
mandsoutlet.com, at near-by M&S stores and 
at the new, large M&S store which opens in 
Charlton next year." 

A council spokesperson said: 'The council 
was both surprised and dismayed that a 
consultation on potential closure of the 
store had been taken. The council has a 
long standing partnership with M&S and 
is a strong supporter of all town centre 
high street stores. An urgent meeting 
was held with a Marks & Spencer head 
quarters' representative at which the council 
presented a case for staying in Woolwich. This 
included details of the regeneration taking 
place in the area including the anticipated 
positive effect of Crossrail on footfall and 
economic activity. Assurances have also 
been sought in terms of the safeguarding of 
local jobs and employment to support the 
staff employed in the store. The council is also 
in discussion with the owner of the building 
to support the continued use of the store. The 
council is committed and focused on working 
with M&S to explore all options in order to a 
their commitment to a continued presence in 
Woolwich.'

Drinking rule 
in Woolwich 


WHAT has happened to the no drinking 
rule on the streets of Woolwich? 
Particularly General Gordon Square. 

I regularly enjoy eating my lunch in the 
square and over the last few weeks more 
and more people are sitting in ‘gangs’ 
drinking from cans or cider bottles. 

Just last week I counted 12 adults 
all under the influence in the square 
sitting together. One was talking to 
two of the safer neighbourhood team 
whilst drinking from a can of cider. 

This behaviour should not be accepted 
especially in the square where young 
children play in the water and where a 
lot of people are enjoying the big TV 
Sarah Mctigue, Thamesmead 
• A council spokesperson said: 

'There's no absolute drinking ban in Royal 
Greenwich. However, a Designated Public 
Place Order, covering the entire borough, 
came into effect on April 20 201 0, in order 
to tackle public drinking that causes a 
demonstrable nuisance. The order allows 
a police officer to confiscate containers of 
alcohol, both sealed and unsealed, from any 
person(s) acting in a manner which the police 
officer is satisfied constitutes, or could lead 
to, antisocial behaviour. It is not a ban on 
alcohol consumption in public, but a tool for 
police colleagues to use to deal with anti- 
social drinking. Groups of people drinking 
and showing the effects of drink may not 
satisfy these criteria. There is no way for Royal 
Greenwich to place a legal ban on drinking 
in public, but Town Centre Wardens and 
CCTV operators do advise the police when 
they feel there's a significant risk of alcohol- 
related anti-social behaviour. It's for the 
police to determine whether intervention is 
appropriate. In addition to working with the 
police, council staff also try to engage street 
drinkers with specialist support services.'

A GREAT-GRANDFATHER from 


Eltham who has spent a lifetime 
raising money for charity by playing 
his bagpipes has been awarded the 
highest civic honour. 

Jim Turkington received the 
Honorary Freedom of the Borough at 
a special ceremony at the Town Hall 
in Woolwich last Wednesday (July 
23). 

It was in appreciation of the 
“eminent service rendered by him to 
the borough, as an expression of the 
high esteem in which he is held by 
members of the council and his fellow 
citizens.” 

Jim has played the pipes for 62 
years, starting when he was just nine 
years old and he’s been a familiar 
sight in Eltham High Street, playing 
to help poppy sellers raise funds for 
the Royal British Legion, each year 
whatever the weather. Jim has never 
accepted expenses such as cash for 
petrol to play at any of the events. 

But he has also played for many 
other charities to help with their 
fund-raising. They include Mencap, 
Cancer Research, Demelza, Help For 
Heroes, Greenwich & Bexley Hospice, 
the RSPCA and the RAF Association. 

He has also played in Whitehall 
with the Chelsea Pensioners, helping

to raise £8,000 in just a few days. He 
played the pipes at the Dieppe Raid 
commemoration in Newhaven several 
times, alongside the Canadians who 
came to England to remember the 
thousands of Canadians who lost 
their lives there. 

He has also been the Lone Piper at 
the Somme Monument in France and 
has played a lament at Arnhem and 
at Ypres at the graves of soldiers from 
both world wars, which he described 
as “very moving”. 

Jim has also played at The Beating 
of the Retreat at Horseguards Parade 


and at Windsor Castle, Westminster 
Abbey and the Lord Mayor’s Show. 

He told GT: “Everyone knew I was 
getting this honour, bar me. I was 
very surprised when I got the letter 
from the Mayor inviting me to accept 
it. I’ve always played anywhere there 
was a poppy seller who wanted me 
there. 

“I am deeply honoured to receive the 
Honorary Freedom of the Borough. 
But it’s really for the public, the 
people who give the money. The 
Legion has raised millions of pounds 
over the years for our Armed Force. 
Last year they raised £41 million, and 
in Eltham alone they raised £37,000. 
I’ve just been a collection vehicle to 
help them raise the money!” 

Originally from Northern Ireland, 
Jim has lived in Eltham since 1969 
with his wife Cathy. 

He spent most of his life as a 
plumber, and six years as a security 
officer with the Ministry of Defence. 
Sadly, his pipes-playing days are now 
over, because he has had to give them 
up for health reasons. 

At last Wednesday’s ceremony, 
Jim was presented with a certificate 
listing why he had received the 
honour which was engrossed with 
the council’s corporate seal. 


Parking zones 
extended for 
tall ships 

THE council is introducing temporary 
changes to some controlled parking zones 
during the Royal Greenwich Tall Ships 
Festival at the start of September. This 
is to make sure that residential areas are 
protected from parking by people visiting 
the event. 

The festival runs from September 5-9 
and during this time some parking zones 
will be changed to cover Saturday 5 and 
Sunday 6 September where those zones 
don’t already operate 7 days a week. 

The affected zones are east of Greenwich 
Park (the Westcombe area), Charlton and 
Woolwich. Residents and businesses who 
have permits in these areas won’t need 
to do anything. Their existing permits 
will cover the extra days and extra visitor 
vouchers will be sent out. In some areas 


there are free bays used by residents and 
businesses. These bays will be changed 
but arrangements will be made to allow 
residents and businesses to continue to 
park there for free. The council will write 
to residents and businesses with more 
details before the changes are made. 

There is also an area in West Woolwich 
where a new temporary parking zone will 
be introduced for the five-day period only. 
This happened during the Olympic Games 
period. Residents and businesses in the 
affected roads will automatically be sent 
permits and won’t need to do anything. 

There will also be road closures 
in Greenwich Town Centre and the 
approaches for the crew parade taking 
place on Saturday September 6. This will 
affect Trafalgar Road, Romney Road, Park 
Row, King William Walk, Nevada Street, 
College Approach, Creek Road, Welland 
Street and Greenwich Church Street. 
Alternative arrangements will be made 
to provide access and parking for homes 
and businesses. Further information will 
be provided nearer to the event.

GREENWICH residents who use rail 
services in and out of London Bridge 
are reminded of major changes to 
services over the next year due to 
major redevelopment of the station. 

Once completed in 2018, there will be 
significant improvement to the capacity, 
accessibility and reliability of services 
through London Bridge but there is set 
to be disruption to Greenwich users of 
Southeastern services in the meantime. 

From January 2015 to August 2016 
Southeastern services to and from Charing 
Cross will not call at London Bridge. 

Services to and from Cannon Street 
will continue to call at London Bridge. 
There will also be some diversions 
taking place between Charing Cross, 
Cannon Street and Blackfriars. 

From January 2015 services from 
Greenwich, Maze Hill, Westcombe 
Park, Deptford, New Cross and St 
Johns stations will be permanently re- 
routed to and from Cannon Street. 

During this period, services will 


continue to operate to Charing Cross 
via Woolwich Arsenal, Charlton, 
Blackheath, and Lewisham Stations. 

From August 2016 to early 2018 
Southeastern services to and from 
Charing Cross resume calling at 
London Bridge station. From this time 
services to and from Cannon Street 
will not call at London Bridge. Some 
diversions will also take place between 
Charing Cross and Cannon Street. 

Rail users in Greenwich are also 
reminded that changes to Southern and 
First Capital Connect Thameslink services 
will be in place from August 23 to 31. 

Although these changes will have no 
direct impact on routes operating in and 
out of Greenwich, services may have 
fewer carriages and be busier as a result.

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Meet the 
Vikings 

New army regiment moves in 


SIX hundred soldiers 
and around 160 
military families from 
the 1st Battalion Royal 
Anglian Regiment have 
moved into Woolwich. 

Nicknamed ‘The 

Vikings’, they are 
settling into quarters 
in the Royal Artillery 
Barracks in Grand Depot 
Road. The soldiers’ 
families are being housed 
in married quarters 
close to the barracks in 
accommodation provided 
by the Ministry of Defence. 

The Vikings are a light- 
role infantry battalion 
that has seen service in 
Afghanistan, Iraq, Bosnia, 
Croatia and Northern 
Ireland. Its officers and 
soldiers have earned 
many awards for bravery 
including 10 Military 
Crosses and two DSOs. 

The 1st Battalion have 
moved up from Picton 
Barracks in Bulford, 
Wiltshire. It follows the 
departure from Woolwich 
of the troops and families 
of the 2nd Battalion The 
Princess of Wales’s Royal 
Regiment. Known as ‘The 
Tigers’, they have gone 
back for a new tour of 
duty in Cyprus, after four 
years in the borough. 

A special evening 
reception hosted by The 
Vikings at the barracks 
was attended by civic

and community leaders, 
including the Mayor of 
Royal Greenwich, Cllr

Hyland, the leader of the 
council, and senior police 
officers. 

The Vikings, whose 
history goes back more 
than 300 years, say they 
work as a family. 

The Royal Borough of 
Greenwich signed a special 
covenant with the Armed 
Forces in 2012. This aimed 
to encourage support for 
Armed Forces personnel 
and their families who live 
and work in the borough, 
making it easier for them 
to access help and support 
from the council and from 


local voluntary groups. 

It also encouraged local 
members of the Armed 
Forces and their families 
to do as much as they 
can to support the wider 
community in Greenwich 
with activities that 
integrate the soldiers and 
their families into civilian 
life. 

The Vikings are 

commanded by Lieutenant 
Colonel Dom Biddick. 

He told GT: “While there 
will be differences to being 
based in rural Wiltshire, 
the Vikings are looking 
forward to the experience 
of city living and to 
quickly settling in among 
our new neighbours prior 
to next year’s operational 
commitments. 

“We have already been 
fortunate enough to 
host some of the local 
civic, military and police 
personalities as we 
introduce ourselves to our 
new neighbours and also 
begin to get to know them. 
The battalion will shortly 
take a well-earned block 
of summer leave before 
returning to an equally 
busy period in August 
where we will receive 
new colours, lead on the 
delivery of Prince Harry’s 
INVICTUS games, and 
then move straight into 
mission-specific training 
for operations overseas in 
2015.” 


London Bridge rail disruption 
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Phantom tenant loses right to buy 


DETECTIVE work by the council's Unauthorised 
Occupation team found that a woman who was 
trying to buy her council house under the Right 
to Buy scheme had not lived in it - for five years. 
She claimed to be living in the three-bedroom 
semi in Langbrook Road, Kidbrooke, but she 
was actually running a nail bar business in 
Basingstoke, where she lived and where her 
children went to school. Council officers began 
an investigation in May 201 2, carrying out 
many early morning and late evening visits 
to the house, and never found anyone living 
there. Neither were there any neighbours 


nearby who could confirm that the house was 
lived in. 

Working closely with Basingstoke Council, 
the royal borough's team built up the case 
and took it to Woolwich County Court. And 
on Thursday, July 1 0, the court rejected 
the tenant's story that she commuted to 
Basingstoke and back every day. The court 
awarded an outright possession order to the 
council, meaning the woman had no further 
claim on the property, and also ordered her to 
pay the council's legal costs of £1 0,000. 

If the tenant had won her case, the council 


would have lost £87,850 on the discounted 
Right to Buy price. But the decision means the 
council can now offer the house to a new local 
family. 

Cllr Chris Kirby, the council's cabinet member 
for housing and HR, said: "The council team 
involved with this case did a great job. It took 
a long time, but they were persistent and we 
got the result we wanted. It also means that 
a family-sized house has been saved for the 
council's housing stock."

Day in court for law students 


AMBITIOUS law students were inspired after 
an academic visit to the Supreme Court, where 
they met a top judge. 

Fourteen students were able to discuss 
contemporary law and the legal profession, 
as well as their law studies at the Greenwich 
School of Management in Greenwich with 
Baroness Hale of Richmond. 

Lady Hale is a symbol of modern diversity in 
the legal profession; in 2004 she was the first 
women to sit at the Supreme Court and is now 
Deputy President of the Supreme Court. 

Law student Funmi Ojo said: "Lady Hale was 
an inspiration. We talked about human rights 
law, and her answers to my questions were 
extremely interesting. The visit gave me a 
positive perspective on our legal system and 
its profession. It's made me feel more confident

The class toured the Supreme Court in 
Westminster which is the final court of appeal 
in the UK for civil and criminal cases. 

Another student Vanessa Threadgold, 
added: "The court was modern, welcoming 
and in touch with the real world, which I think 
is often something people feel is missing from 
the legal profession." 


Bogus hospice fund collectors 


HOSPICE fundraisers are warning the public 
about bogus collectors operating from a 
small van. 

It follows a report from a man who lives 
near the hospice shop at Station Road, 
Lower Belvedere. 

He called the hospice in Abbey Wood to 
report a group of six people who knocked 
on the door of his house in Belvedere. The 
group said they were collecting money for 
the hospice. One of the callers had an ID 
badge and the group were driving around in 


a small box type van with the Greenwich & 
Bexley Community Hospice logo on it. 

The hospice's chief executive Kate Heaps 
said: "We are issuing a warning to let people 
know that we do not have any unsolicited 
collectors working in the area.

Amateur archeologists 
unearth lost history 


AMATEUR archeologists 
are helping to unearth 
historical treasures 
in Greenwich Park. 

Local schools and 
volunteers were the 
first to take part in an 
excavation at the Grade 
I listed park as part 
of the first phase of a 
three-year community 
project. The remains 
from a 17th century 
park keeper's cottage 
were discovered 
during a two-week 
archaeological dig last 
week. 

The aim of the 
archaeology volunteer 
programme is to 
discover and preserve 
Greenwich Park's rich 
history through 28 'dig' 
days as well as school 
workshops over the 
next three years. The 
project is being funded 
by the Royal Parks, the 
Royal Parks Foundation, 
English Heritage, 
and the Friends of 
Greenwich Park. The 
project is managed by a 
team of archaeologists 
from the Keevill 
Heritage Consultancy. 
Greenwich Royal Parks 


manager Graham Dear 
said: "Greenwich Park is 
the most historic of all 
London's Royal Parks 
but much of this history 
is lost. We know very 
little about the Keeper's 
Cottage complex which 
for 200 years was the 
working hub of the 
park. With the help of 
local volunteers and 
school children we have 
the chance to unearth 
some of this hidden 
past. We have already 
found interesting 
pottery and clay pipes, 
and volunteers have 
searched out tithe 
maps and early census 
records to reveal more 
of the park's history."

"We are delighted to 
support this exciting 
project.

The new Royal Borough of 
Greenwich Heritage Trust has 
now taken over preservation 
services from the council. It 
has already begun its work to 
make sure the borough’s much- 
loved buildings continue to be 
protected and enhanced, and 
has officially registered with 
the Charity Commission. 

The trust has been specially 
set up to look after the 
buildings in its care, and will be 
able to apply for funds to help 
maintain them. The not- 
for-profit organisation 
will make it easier for 
residents to have a 
greater say in the 
future of these 
buildings. It will 
be led by a board of 
trustees, who have 
been recruited 
from different 
fields in heritage and 
architecture. 

The trust will also * 
become custodians to some 
of the war memorials in the 
borough. These are currently 
undergoing a programme of 
conservation and repair to 
commemorate the centenary 
of the Great War. Staff from the 
Heritage Trust were set to talk 
to visitors at Charlton’s Horn 
Fayre last Sunday. Details 
about their work, which 
includes a new travelling 


exhibition about 
the Great War was available 
and people were invited to 
make poppies dedicated 
to individual soldiers. The 
exhibition is being funded by 
Heritage Lottery Fund, the 
Community Covenant, and the 
council.

A WOOLWICH primary school 
has been judged ‘outstanding’ 
in every way by inspectors 
from the education watchdog 
Ofsted. 

Meanwhile another primary 
in Greenwich has made 
a big step up after being 
tagged ‘inadequate’ at its last 
inspection. 

Cardwell Primary in Frances 
Street, Woolwich, received 
an ‘outstanding’ mark for 
pupils’ achievement and 
their behaviour and safety, 
the quality of teaching, 
and the school’s leadership 
and management under 
headteacher Carol Smith. 

After a two-day visit on June 
19 and 20, inspectors said 
standards were consistently 
high in reading, writing and 
maths by the time the children 
left at the end of Year 6. They 
said: “Teaching has improved 
and is now outstanding. 
Relationships between staff 
and pupils are excellent, and 
as a result, pupils want to 
do well, work hard and meet 
teachers’ high expectations.” 

They said all groups, 
including disabled pupils, 
those from different ethnic 
groups and those with special 
educational needs achieve 


exceptionally well. The 
inspectors added: “Leaders 
and managers, including 
governors, work exceptionally 
well together with a strong 
team spirit. All staff strive 
to do their very best for all 
the pupils. The headteacher 
provides highly effective and 
inspirational leadership and 
is extremely well supported by 
the deputy headteacher. As a 
result the school has further 
improved from its outstanding 
position at the previous 
inspection.” 


Meanwhile, Morden Mount 
Primary in Lewisham Road, 
Greenwich, has made a 
step change up after it was 
judged inadequate at its last 
inspection in November 2012. 

After Ofsted inspectors 
went in on June 25 and 26, 
they judged that it was now 
‘good’ in all categories, and its 
leadership and management 
under headteacher Briony 
Brammer and pupils’ 
behaviour and safety was now 
‘outstanding’. They said: “The 
quality of teaching is good 


and some is exemplary. Much 
is expected from pupils, and 
their learning is always made 
interesting. 

“This is a rapidly improving 
school. The executive 
headteacher has brought 
about marked improvements 
in both the quality of teaching 
and pupils’ progress. The 
heads of school and subject 
leaders are very effective 
in ensuring pupils are 
successful across a range of 
subjects. Governors make an 
exceptional contribution to the 
school’s development by the 
actions they take. They hold 
school leaders to account so 
that the school’s performance 
has increased considerably 
since the previous inspection.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s 
cabinet member for children’s 
services, said: “I am delighted 
for both schools and I 
congratulate them. As Chair 
of Governors at Cardwell 
I know, at first hand how 
committed all staff are to their 
students. 

“Praise too should go to 
Morden Mount, which has 
turned itself around in less 
than two years and is well 
on its way to earning a top 
rating.”

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Harry McCarthy wins 
history rowing race 30 
years after father 

A YOUNG athlete from Greenwich is celebrating 
victory in one of the oldest sporting events in the 
world. 

Harry McCarthy, from Blackheath, won the 
historic Race for Doggett's Coat and Badge which 
dates back to 1715, when it was founded by Irish 
actor and comedian Thomas Doggett. 

Harry was congratulated at the end by his father, 
Simon, who had won the same race 30 years ago. 

The event is though to be the oldest rowing race 
in the world and has been held every year since it 
began. 

Each year it is open to up to six apprentice 
watermen and runs from London Bridge to 
Cadogan Pier in Chelsea. 

Harry, 22, who rows for Poplar, Blackwall and 
District Rowing Club and completed the race in 24 
minutes and 35 seconds on July 1 5. 

He said: "I'm thrilled to have won the Coat and 
Badge for my family 30 years after my dad did it. 

"The race was extremely difficult, especially as it 
was such a warm day, but seeing my friends and 
family near the finishing line wearing yellow and 
cheering me on made it all worth it." 

Harry, a City Cruises captain, was presented with 
a bottle of champagne by His Royal Highness, The 
Duke of Edinburgh.

Commons honour for 
youth games coaches 

MICK Murphy, Gemma Gibbons' first judo 
instructor, was among a number of long-serving 
coaches of the London Youth Games to attend a 
ceremony which marked one million competitors 
taking part in the history of the event. 

Organisers of the event, which was first 
launched to celebrate the Queen's Silver Jubilee 
in 1 977, celebrated with a reception at the House 
of Commons. 

And appropriately for Mick, who has coached 
for the royal borough's judo team for many 
years, it was hosted by Clive Efford, MP for 
Eltham and the Shadow Sports Minister. 

Mick said of last Monday's event: "Clive Efford 
made a speech and, as Greenwich girls had won 
the judo again this year, he recognised me and 
we had a long chat." 

The Balfour Beatty London Youth Games is 
Europe's largest annual youth sporting event. 
The reception was held for the coaches who have 
given ten years or more service to the event. 

Mick has coached at it for 37 years - first for 
Southwark before moving to the Greenwich - 
and was presented with a LYG volunteers award 
last September. 

He was a founder member of Metro Judo Club 
and first coach to Gemma, who went on to win a 
silver medal in the London 201 2 Olympic Games. 

Mick went straight to Glasgow to watch 
Gemma in the Commonwealth Games, where 
27 former LYG competitors will take part - 45 
participated in London 2012. 

An estimated 16,000 youngsters took part in 
the first London Youth Games, while in recent 
years the annual number has risen to 100,000. 
The 500,000 mark was passed in 2009. 


FORMER Olympian Jade Johnson took 
part in a workshop at Plumstead Manor 
School to discuss what motivates girls to 
be active. 

About 40 girls were joined by the retired 
long jumper in what was the first of 
many workshops by Greenwich Leisure 
Limited’s “For the Girls, By the Girls” 
team. 

The new programme of activity within 
the royal borough officially launches 
on Friday (August 1) from 4-8pm at the 
Waterfront Leisure Centre in Woolwich. 

The workshops, designed to help shape 
the future of female fitness, are part of 
a project funded by Sporta, the national 
association of leisure and cultural trusts, 
and Sport England. 

The aim is to help 3,500 young girls 
and women aged between 14-25 years 
participate in physical activity and 
sport in five areas - Greenwich, Tower 
Hamlets, Hackney, Cambridge and South 
Oxfordshire. 

GLL has received £192,000 from Sporta’s 
“Make Your Move” project to put on the 
workshops. 

The funding will go towards setting up 
new activities targeting women and girls, 
provide training opportunities for young 
girls and empower girls to market the 
sessions and bring their friends along. 

These findings will be given to Sport 


England as research about what leisure 
providers need to do differently to engage 
girls in sport. 

The girls had a chance to show their 
entrepreneurial and creative sides, 
putting together small business plans on 
how they would do this in a one-off event 
and designing a promotional T-shirt. 

At Friday’s launch, girls aged 14 plus will 
be able to try a number of different sports 
and exercise taster sessions including 
netball, badminton, Brazilian dance and 
boxercise and there will be craft session 
to design their own T-shirt. 

GLL’s targeted intervention manager 
(women and girls), Katie Ellis, said: “We 
were impressed with how enthusiastic 


the girls from Plumstead Manor were 
about the programme. 

“They had some great ideas, ranging 
from roller basketball - a mixture of 
roller-skating and basketball - to a water- 
based assault course. We can’t wait to get 
some new sessions up and running in the 
borough.” 

After the launch, sports sessions are due 
to take place at the Waterfront, Thomas 
Tallis School, Thamesmere and Sutcliffe 
Park.

Health clinic Summer fun in

THE contraception and sexual health 
(CASH) services have moved temporarily 
from the Market Street Health Centre in 
Woolwich to the Outpatients department 
at the Memorial Hospital on Shooters Hill. 
It's to accommodate a massive £2 million 
makeover for the Market Street building, 
which will be getting new treatment and 
assessment rooms, a bigger reception 
area, and an open-plan space for staff and 
new equipment. New services will also be 
run from the centre, including Greenwich 
Community Learning Disability Services. 
The building's 1 930s Art Deco features 
will also be restored. It is due to reopen 
in January next year. The walk-in and 
appointment CASH clinics provide free 
and confidential advice and information 
on all methods of contraception, tests 
and treatment for sexually transmitted 
infections and pregnancy testing and 
advice. Clinics at the Memorial Hospital 
run Monday to Thursday 1 pm to 3pm and 
Friday 9.30am to noon. Buses 89, 244 and 
486 stop outside. The closest station is 
Welling, which is a bus ride away.

Heath, she said: “I’ve played for Kent 
since under 11s and gone up through each 
age group up to under 17s. 

“When I was younger I was more of an all 
rounder but I focused on bowling because 
it is where I felt I could achieve more.” 

While women’s cricket is growing, there 
are still nowhere near as many teams to 
play for as in the men’s game. 

“There are not many under-17 club 
teams, so I play for men’s teams at Roan 
and also Hayes women’s team,” she said.
